} t's been another long day for Wallis 
Kendal. Twenty hours ago, he was 
jarred from a sound sleep by a kid 
having a crisis . .. something about a 
kid getting locked out of her home; 
Kendal’s too bleary now to remember 
the details. But he’s been going ever 
since. 

“I’ve been having a lot of days like 
this lately,” he says distractedly. Then 
he’s gone again, dashing off to one of 
the far corners of the massive ware- 
house that is home to the ihuman 
Society. 

“You'll never keep up with him,” 
mutters a nearby youth, who doesn’t 
bother to look up from her work. She's 
one of a dozen or so people here 
tonight, getting ready for one of 
Edmonton’s most unusual — and in 
some ways one of its most important 
—art shows. 

On March 14 the ihuman Society 
will offer for sale the works of 20 of its 
young artists, the proceeds of which 
will be put into trust for each artist to 
use to further their promising careers. 

What makes the show so special is 
the source of its talent — the streets of 
Edmonton. Each of these young artists 
has had a bumpy start to life —some 
are recovering addicts, former prosti- 
tutes or gang members. Others have 
been homeless and some have been 
ordered into the program by the 
couris. 

What each of these young people 
share is phenomenal talent. The ihu- 
man Society offers mentorship for 
these kids to nurture and develop that 
talent and to focus it productively. 

The art they produce runs the 
gamut. In one comer of the warehouse 
is.a recording studio. In another is an 
area for dance. A mural-sized painting 
in progress adorns one wall. In anoth- 
er area a young man is printing etch- _ 
ings. Kendal is virtually running from 
one area to another, like a bumblebee 
ina lilac bush, offering advice to those 
who want it and making sure each kid 
has what they need. 

The city’s artistic community has 
embraced the program. Several of the 
city’s most prominent artists volunteer 
their time to work with the kids.

issues which are sometimes presented 
as straightforward — especially eco 
nomic issues — are usually more com- 
plex and encompass social, historical 
and religious issues. You have to be 
wary of reducing issues to a narrow 
economic realm.” 

For example, while Alberta and 
Saskatchewan were settled by very 
similar people at the same time and 
while both provinces boast a heavy 
Christian influence in their develop- 
ment, the two political cultures could 
not be more different in terms of how 
they got their public debt under con- 
trol. 

Gibbins underlines that Alberta’s 
first Social Credit premier Bill 
Aberhart and Saskatchewan Co-oper- 
ative Commonwealth Federation 
(CCF) trailblazer Tommy Douglas 
were both Protestant ministers, but 
“from very different religious tradi- 
tions,” exploding the idea that “men of 
the cloth will push in a particular 
direction.” 

While Douglas espoused a softer 
“social gospel” based on communal 
action, Aberhart created a politics 
steeped in his individualist evangelical 
beliefs — creating political discourses 
as different as the strands of 
Protestantism that gave them birth. 

In the end, political choices present- 
ed to the public are heavily shaped by 
the historical experiences we've gone 
through and when “political leaders 
sell an option, they use a vocabulary 
shaped by the political culture of the

the evangelically-tinted ideal that

Arts and culture 
under microscope 
at PACE forum 


People who came out to the 
Professional Arts Coalition of 
Edmonton’s (PACE) all-party arts 
forum on Monday night at the Arts 
Barns could be forgiven if they 
thought they had been transported 


nto a parallel universe. After all, how 





often does one to hear representa 


tives of the Liberals and New 





Democrats berate a Tory for promis 
ing to spend too much on arts and cul 
ture? 

The forum featured Edmonton 
Strathcona candidates Raj Pannu (the 
New Democrat incumbent) and John 
Logan (Progressive conservative), 
along with Edmonton Centre Liberal 
Laurie Blakeman, her party’s commu 
nity development critic. PACE hosted 
the forum with the intent of drawing 
ouf each party's views on the impor- 
tance of the arts and their commitment 
to supporting it 

Logan has been campaigning as a 
c hampion of arts and culture, promis- 
ing to fight for more support at the 
cabinet table. 

But he spent a good deal of the 
evening defending his party's record 
wer the past decade. The Tory gov- 

ernment has frozen funding for the 
arts at 1988 levels, which groups such 
as PACE argue is the same as cutting 
funding once inflation is factored into 
the equation 

Logan's goal is to persuade the gov 
ernment to spend one per cent of its 
total budget on the arts, or a colossal 

180 million. Pannu and Blakeman 
ridiculed the notion as profligate and 
completely unrealistic 

Blakeman’s party has comunitted to 
injecting $8 rnillion more into the arts, 
with incremental increases each year 
from here on in. 

Pannu and the New Democrats 
argue that other means can be used to 
help certain sectors. For example, 
Alberta could adopt a tax-credit sys- 
tem for the film industry, much like 
that used in Ontario and B.C,, which

Running an 
election campaign 
on an artist’s budget 


There’s no question that showman- 
ship is an integral part of politics, but 
until he decided to run for the New 
Democrats in Castle Downs, Michael 
Charrois had no idea how important it 
fc 

Charrois, a professional actor, is the 
president of the Edmonton chapter of 
ACTRA, the country’s most powerful 
artists’ union. 

“The more I do this election stuff, 
the more it seems like a lot of other 
performances I've done,” he told SEE. 
After a pause, he added, “especially 
the Fringe.” 

However, one distinct advantage 
politicians have over other actors is 
that when they take to the stage for a 
speech or debate, they can take their 
scripts with them. 

“The first time I did this I thought, 
great. I don’t have to memorize any- 
thing.” 

With incumbent Pamela Paul decid- 
ing not to run for re-election, Charrois 
said Castle Downs is up for grabs by 
any party. While he might not have 
the campaign budget of his Liberal or 
Conservative opponents (his entire 
war chest is only $2,500), Charrois 
says he can make up that shortfall 
with creativity and elbow grease. 

“Hey, I'm an Albertan artist,” he 
said

Rust never sleeps 


Hard-working rocker Ron Hawkins’ recognition 
may finally be catching up with him 


by Tom MURRAY 


} t was bound to happen. After two 
outstanding albums with Toronto’s 
acclaimed Lowest of the Low, Ron 
Hawkins packed it all in to form the 
Rusty Nails, a group perversely front- 
ed by two baritone sax players and a 
fair distance from his last band’s 
instantly accessible sound. Which 
wouldn't have caused so many hassles 
if Hawkins hadn't started it up at 
roughly the same time as another 
form of music came to public atten- 
tion: swing, 

“Yeah, that was a problem. Plus, we 
were offered gigs with bands like the 
Mighty Mighty Bosstones,” he sighs, 
“because when they saw the home 
and suits they weren’t just thinking 
swing, they were thinking — ska!” 
Despite a blistering live show and 
Hawkins’ songwriting prowess, the 
Rusty Nails seemed to be releasing, 
albums into a void. An e:p. (Secret of 
My Excess) and full-length album 
(Greasing the Star Machine) were greet- 
ed mostly with indifference; Hawkins 
stopped barnstorming through the 
country. It seemed that Hawkins was 
in the middle of a slump that had 
nothing to do with the quality of his 
music so much as a musical cycle he 
was compelled to wait out. 

But the wheel turns; last year 
Winnipeg’s the Weakerthans released 
Left and Leaving, a bittersweet tangle of

Because, though independent cine- 
ma warrants much excitement as a 
venue for freshness and possibility, it’s 
also easy for it to end up being little 
more than an impoverished cousin 
when it can’t sidestep the aesthetics, 
sensibility and narrative clichés of TV 
or straight-to-video. 

Recent queer film The Broken Hearts 
Club bolsters itself by cheekily embrac- 
ing this very foundation; it’s so much 
about the trite and mawkish codes of 
popular culture that crappy aesthetics 
and corniness seem to be the point. 

But if the parody isn’t built in, then 
one ought to distance oneself as much 
as possible from what becomes merely 
tiresome. And Chutney Popcorn is just 
too earnest, and too amateurish, to 
work within conventional parameters 
— and too unimaginative not to need 
them. 

So, though we get a lesbian central 
couple, Reena (the director, who filled

Things don’t go as planned and 
though this in itself is a cliché; it’s at 
this point that Chutney Popcorn best 
achieves an unconventional take on 
life’s complications.

Doc too detached 


Strangers remains remote from its subject 


A good deal of millennial energy 
has been directed toward the Second 
World War and the war genre is expe- 
riencing a revitalization of sorts. 
Alongside the A-list, action-packed fic- 
tion films, Mark Jonathan Harris’ doc- 
umentary, Into the Arms of Strangers, 
has crept in bereft of much fanfare. The 
story is a remarkable one: the kinder- 
transport. This British program ran for 
one year prior to the outbreak of the 
war, transporting children (primarily 
Jewish) from the continent to Britain. 
The project is one that, at this point, 
has largely been forgotten by history 
and for this reason alone Into the Arms 
of Strangers is a much needed, albeit 
not entirely successful, documentary.

Sonica in downtown Fernie, B.C., my eyes rise above 
street level and the 100-year-old brick Victorian buildings 
to the surrounding mountains. To the north, above the his- 
toric courthouse’s steeples, are the skyscraper peaks of 
Mount Fernie, the Three Sisters and Mount Proctor. 

Further up the Elk Valley. is Mount Hosmer where, 
when the light falls just right, you can see the Ghostrider — 
a mythical native figure —appear on the mountain's face. 
Peering west down Second Avenue, the snow-covered 
slopes of Fernie Alpine Resort appear picture-postcard pee 
fect under the rocky headwall of the Lizard Range. 

The scenery is sublime in Fernie. And, more important- 
ly, so is the skiing. Fernie is a bit of an oddball place. It’s in 
the Rocky Mountains yet it receives more than 800 — yes, 
that's right, 800 centimetres of snow each year. Go figure. 
The huge amounts of precipitation allow cedar trees to 
grow here near the B.C.-Alberta boundary, close to 1,000 
kilometres from the WetCoastis , 

(Fernie currently has a base of 140 em, about half of nor- 
mal.) Anyhoo, after iiber-developer Charlie Locke pur- 
chased Fernie Snow Valley (now called Fernie Alpine 
Resort), those cedar trees made w ay for new chairlifts, 
hotels, condos and, of course, souvenir shops. In 1999, 
Locke placed two new quads that opened up Currie and 
limber bowls, thus doubling the area's ski-able terrain. 
This year, another new quad speeds up the access to Liz 
and Cedar bowls. 

Fernie is all about powder, alpine bowls and tree skiing. 
Combine that with a 2,800-foot vertical drop, 2,500-plus 
acres of terrain, a number of secret stashes and hidden lines 
and it’s, well, schralpilicious. 

The area’s expansion has attracted international atten- 
tion. Skier visits have gone ka-boom and an invasion of 

Albertans, Americans, Aussies and Euros has turned a 
rough and tumble coal-mining town into a “destination.”

This is a fantastic ski area with plen- 
ty of advanced terrain and normally a 
great place to find some powder ski- 
ing. On an average year Castle 
Mountain has a base well over 150 cen- 
timetres. This season that is not even 
close to the case and good old Castle 
Mountain is in the same category as 
most mountain ski areas — good but 
not great.
